On (he 16t of Mny. 1879, Col. Broad-
hoad, United Biates paymaster, accompanied
by bhin clerk, Lonis R. Spencer, and two
other men, left Aveats, Caltiorois, for
Camp Gaston, situnted in the northern part
of that Btate, for the purpose of paying
the woldiers stationed at the garvison,—
When the paity wers going down a hill
about a mile from Redwood oroek, moving
slowly forward in single file, they were fred
upon from the brush nonr the tail,

The first sliot wns fired nt n paek mule
thnt was in the van, on which was strap.
ped a palr of saddle-bags supposed to eon-
tain n largo amonnt of ourtency, Theball,
which was a large one, struek the mule in
the left flank and passed almost through
the animal’s body, No one in the party
was armod, and of conrse tha flre was not
roturned.  The mule,on tecelving the shot,
started to run, and the party followed. —
Closely followlng the first shot came n pec-
ond, which took efféct in Bpencer's arm,
just below the shonlder. The wound was
made by thrés small bullats or bucksbot,
ono of which broke the arm nud the other
two entersd his side.

Hponoor fell immedintely nod orawled
into the brush fur concaalment. The roat
of the party ran down the hill, They wore
followed by a masked man on foot, Al
the foot of the hill the mule gave out, and
wns left by the The highwayman
oamo runnlng down, aud shooting the aui-
mal agaiv, dispatehed it. The party went
on some distanoe, but returned in about
two bours to look for Bpencer, On rench-
ing the dead mule thiey found tha saddle-
bags had been cut open and the contenis
abatraoted,

The party sesrched for Hpencer, bLut
could not flnd him, After receiving the
shiot, Bpencer crawled away because of the
extreme pain he was sulfering and endenv-
ored to find o house,
fortunato enongh to be found by an Indian
boy and takeén to a house some distance
away, where he met Col, Broadbead and
the rest of the party. Bpepcer was taken
to Ban Franciseo, where he subsequently
died fiom the effecta of the wound. His
remains were sent to Hantlord, Coon., at
which place his mother lived.

The bhighwayman gol away with about
$1,000. Efforts were made at once by the
authovities to discover the perpetrator of
the robbery and murder, but without sue-
cess until a few weoks ago.

About the first of the pregent month the
sherifl of Nez Perces county, Idaho, had
some reason to snspect a Frenchman nam-
ad Bosgul of being the guilty party, This
Bosqui came to Lowiston ashort timeo since
and wns noting in the capacity of Govern-
ment packer. The sherifl, being apprised
of all the cireunmstances connectod with the
vobbery and murder, began to quictly make
inguiries concerning the antecedents of the
packer Bosgui.

From information thus obtained the
officer’s suspicions were confirmed, and he
was more strongly convinoed than ever that
he had the right man, and he determined
to apprehond him for the doal erime. Bos-
qui, not suspecting that he was under the
esplonage of the sheriff, was induced to
enter a trap laid for him; and was at ounoe
arrested and taken to Lewiston. He pro-
tested his innocence of the orime on being
npprebended. Only o fow days after his
arrest OCaptain Whipple's compauy ecame
to Lewiston, - Fortunately, in the interest
of justice, there were two men belonging
to that company who had known Bosqui in
California, he being a discharged soldier.

These men were brought to the jail by
the sheriff’ to identify the prisoner. No
sooner had Bosqui sot his eyes on the men
than he exclaimed, * Well, it is no use for
me to deny it any longer," and his coolness

and composure at onoe forsook him. From
oll the ciroumstances Dosqui seems to be
the guillfﬂgmrt;. and there will probably
be no ulty in fastening the grave
orime on him. ~ e is at present confined at
Loewiston, where he will be kept until the
arrival of a regoisition from the Governor
of Californin. Justioo may slumber, but
she nover dies, and driminals live to fipd it
out.
